THE NETHERLANDS 


On August 7, 1947, the Department of 
State announced that the Netherlands Gov- 
ernment grants compensation for war dam- 
age sustained to property in the Nether- 
lands to American nationals on a basis of 
equality with Netherlands nationals. Under 
Netherlands law, compensation is payable 
for damage sustained in the Netherlands as 
a result of the war to immovable and most 
types of movable property. American na- 
tionals who have suffered war damage to 
property in the Netherlands should consult 
Netherlands Consular Officers in the United 
States for information concerning the man- 
ner of obtaining compensation. 


U. S. CHILEAN PROVISIONAL 
COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT 


By means of an exchange of notes, the 
Governments of the United States and Chile 
have agreed to continue in force for a sec- 
ond additional year, unless superseded by a 
more comprehensive agreement, the pro- 
visional commercial agreement concluded by 
the two Governments on July 30, 1945. The 
Chilean Government in its note expressed 
acceptance of the desire of the United 
States Government to initiate concrete nego- 
tiations for a treaty of commerce, friend- 


ship, and navigation, responsive to the 
reciprocal interests of both countries, with- 
in the next twelve months. Both the 
Chilean note and the United States note 
were signed on July 30. 

In the original agreement the Chilean 
Government granted, without compensation, 
reduction in the Chilean import duties on 
certain products of the. United States. The 
Government of Chile made these unilateral 
duty concessions in the interest of expan- 
sion and liberalization of trade in accord- 
ance with the economic objectives of the 
Atlantic Charter and of the Inter-American 
Conference on Problems of War and Peace, 
held at Mexico City in the spring of 1945. 

Three Chilean import items on the origi- 
nal concession list are omitted under the 
present exchange of notes. They are items 
Nos. 552,553, and 554, including umbrellas 
and parasols,

FOR WORLD PROSPERITY 
AND PEACE 


EDITOR’S NOTE: A short time ago, J. M. Kaplan, president of the Welch Grape 
Juice Company, drew up a highly interesting plan—a “‘businessman’s practical 
formula for world prosperity and peace’—the basis of which was the extension 
of $10,000,000,000 annually in foreign credits for a minimum of five years to 
stimulate international trade and to insure capacity production in the industry 
of our own nation. 

Within a two-month period, 1,800 copies of Mr. Kaplan’s plan were distributed 
to recognized business executives, financiers, labor leaders, economists, teachers, 
and public officials. More than 200 letters from persons studying Mr. Kaplan’s 
proposals were received by the author. It was indicated that of the total number 
replying 130 favored the plan. Some, however, did so with certain qualifications. 
There were 40 negative answers, principally on the oft-mentioned grounds that the 
United States had been played for a “sucker” in the past. 

Among those who commented favorably on Mr. Kaplan’s plan were Ben Moreell, 
president of Jones & Laughlin Steel Corp.; G. H. Coppers, president of the Na- 
tional Biscuit Co.; C. Donald Dallas, chairman of the board of Revere Copper 
and Brass, Inc.; Dr. John W. Nason, president of Swarthmore College; and Emil 
Rieve, president of the Textile Workers Union of America. 

A native of Lowell, Mass., Mr. Kaplan has been the president of the Welch 
Grape Juice Company since 1945. Previous executive posts include that of gen- 
eral manager, Oldtime Molasses Co., Havana, Cuba; chairman of the board, Hearn 
Department Stores; president, American Dry Ice Co.; and president, National 
Grape Corp. Mr. Kaplan’s formula follows in full:

out prosperity. Whatever promotes the 
one helps to protect the other. 

How then can America most quickly 
reach these twin objectives? We business- 
men must make it our business to answer 
that question. 

To stay prosperous we must maintain 
our present high volume of production— 
corresponding to an annual national in- 
come of around $180 billion—and insure 
steady employment at good wages for 


quire sincere cooperation between man- 
agement and labor for the elimination of 
industrial strife and the attainment of 
ever higher standards of efficiency. And 
efficiency must be reflected in lower prices 
to consumers so that there will be a sus- 
tained demand for the products of factories 
and farms. 

Uninterrupted high volume production 
also means the high payrolls that result 
from steady employment. These high ag- 
gregate wages are one basis for a strong, 
solid demand for our goods and services.

But we cannot depend for good business 
solely on our home market, because 
America cannot long remain a healthy 
island in an ocean of disease. Our great 
mass production industries, our intensive, 
specialized agriculture, need steady foreign 
customers in order to maintain capacity 
operations over a long period. 


Just before the war we exported about 
8 percent of our total output. This may 
seem a small proportion, but it represents 
a lot of employment. Moreover, for par- 
ticular industries the significance of ex- 
ports was much greater. For instance, 14 
percent of automobiles manufactured were 
sold abroad, 17 percent of farm machinery, 
28 percent of tractors, 36 percent of 
power-driven metal working machinery, 28 
percent of tobacco leaf, 31 percent of raw 
cotton, 36 percent of dried fruits. 

In order to sustain a volume of national 
production nearly twice as large as before 
the war, we need to export about twice as 
many goods as we used to, say $15 billion 
worth. Other countries need our products 
desperately: the demand for machinery, 
steel, trucks, turbines, locomotives, food, 
and so forth is almost inexhaustible. But 
many of our would-be customers have been 
ruined. They have not yet been able to 
restore their fields and factories to the 
point where they can produce commodities 
to exchange for our goods. Their reserves 
of dollars and gold are meager or non- 
existent. 

If then we are to obtain the export busi- 
ness that we need for continued prosperity, 
we must be prepared to help our customers 
help themselves by providing credits on a 
scale that will enable them to reconstruct 
their economies and raise the productivity 
of their industries. Every person gainfully 
employed in those industries, which are 
now dead or barely breathing, will be a 
cash customer for the goods of which 
America is the unrivalled producer. As 
the standard of living of these people rises, 
economic history proves, the higher will 
become their demand for our goods and 
services. 


The United States has, of course, since 
V-E Day, made available to its allies many 
billions in loans and outright gifts. But 
assistance of this kind has been and is be- 
ing given on an emergency basis with 
hasty action taken only at the moment of 
acute crisis. 

We are a country of outstandingly ef- 
ficient business methods, but our advances 
to foreign countries have been thoroughly 
unbusinesslike and haphazard. No manu- 
facturer would go into a new market or 
tool up for a new product without a com- 
plete research study of the possible de- 
mand for his products. Similarly our grants 
to foreign powers should be based on eco- 
nomic studies of the need for funds and 
capital goods and how best these needs can 
be filled, taking full advantage of the in- 
formational facilities of international or- 
ganizations. 

With such studies as a guide, a program 
of foreign credits calling for $10 billion 
annually for at least five years should be 
formulated and announced to the world. 
These funds can be used constructively 
and with wisdom to restore confidence and 
avert recurrent crises, at the same time 
that they are being used to create cash 
customers for American goods. All peace- 
loving people everywhere can be assisted 
in attaining economic independence and 
achieving eventual world security and 
peace. 

$50 billion may seem like a fantastically 
large sum but, as a businessman, I believe 
that loans on this scale would prove to be 
good business. They should be considered, 
in fact, as premiums on a comprehensive 
insurance policy covering us against (1) 
the return of depression with all its politi- 
cal and social consequences and (2) the 
spread of fascist and communist dictator- 
ships which thrive on hunger and poverty. 

Even if these loans were never repaid, 
we would still be getting good value for 
our money. In terms of business invest- 
ment these loans will sustain the demand 
for our goods and assure the continuance 


of the present high levels of production.

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$10 billion of loans is only about 5 percent 
of the value of present production. What 
poy would not be willing to pay 

5 percent commission to secure continu- 
pote capacity operation of his own plant? 
He knows better than the economist or 
politician that less than full production 
means inefficient operation and high costs. 


There is no need, however, to assume de- 
fault by the debtor nations provided that 
we are-willing to open our doors, on a re- 
ciprocal basis, to their goods. We can do 
so easily at this time because it will be 
some years before the world at large will 
be in a position to match our exports with 
an equal quantity of imports. 

The period just ahead offers an ideal 
time to inaugurate this program, because 
foreign production will be limited and our 
protected industries will have ample time 
to adjust their operations gradually to 
lower tariffs. 


Eventually we shall find it necessary to 
buy from other countries as much, or 
more, than we sell to them. Except by us- 
ing the limited credits we may grant them, 
foreign countries can buy our goods or re- 
pay our loans only by selling us goods or 
services. World trade is a two-way street. 
When we buy foreign goods, we are put- 
ting dollars into the hands of foreign 
workers and farmers. This permits them 
to buy and pay for the things they need 
from us—machines, food, radios, and cars. 
It is common sense that the more we buy 
from other countries the more they can 
buy from us. 


We need have no fear that our markets 
will be flooded with low priced foreign 
goods; the efficiency of our mechanized 
production generally results in lower unit 
costs than production by cheap foreign 
labor. 

Inevitably, the supply of credit on the 
scale proposed must be undertaken largely 
by government agencies. However, as the 
program develops, the restoration of sta-

bility abroad should make possible many 
openings for private investment. 

But while the government can implement 
this plan, it is not likely to initiate it. It 
will act only after public opinion has un- 
mistakably demanded action. I propose 
that businessmen undertake the task of 
educating the public about the facts and 
helping the crystallization of sentiment. 

Every important business spends money 
on advertising with the object of selling 
goods. Because the purpose of this plan 
is to enlarge sales on a permanent basis, I 
urge every important business to allocate 
at least 20 percent of its advertising bud- 
get to bring the idea before the whole 
American public and to stimulate its ac- 
ceptance by Congress. 

Businessmen also have a big part to play 
in helping the government make loans to 
the best advantage. We do not wish to see 
our money wasted on armaments or disap- 
pearing into the pockets of corrupt oli- 
garchies. We must make sure it is used 
to effect permanent improvements in pro- 
ductivity and that its benefits are widely 
distributed. To do this we must make 
available American know-how along with 
our credits. We shall need to send on 
foreign missions business organizers, engi- 
neers, agricultural experts, technicians of 
all kinds. These, of course, must be men 
of character and ability. 

This is not an imperialist policy or one 
that carries any threats to anyone. We 
should be prepared to cooperate with all 
countries willing to cooperate with us, to 
practice mutuality, and to refrain from 
discrimination against our goods and 
citizens. We should work in close accord 
with the Economic and Social Council of 
the United Nations, with the International 
Bank and Fund, the Food and Agricultural 
Organization and other international 
bodies, and give them the benefit of our 
knowledge and ability. For our program 
aims at making the nations more united 
by giving them a chance to work together 
for abiding prosperity.

St. Louis, Missouri 


PREADING out from the levee of the 
Mississippi River, St. Louis is a city 
with a colorful and historic past, a thriv- 
ing present and a most promising future. 
Eighth largest among United States 
cities, it has gone far since that day in 
1765 when Pierre Laclede selected the pres- 
ent site of the city as a trading post. It 
is interesting to note that the fur trade, 
which brought St. Louis into being, is still 
carried on. St. Louis remains one of the 
world’s largest raw fur markets. 

It also holds many other claims to dis- 
tinction. Widely known as a city of diversi- 
fied industries, less than 8 percent of its 
labor force is employed in any one indus- 
try. This diversification of industry served 
to ease the shock of the depression of the 
1930’s when St. Louis suffered less than 
most large cities. 

In addition to the shoes which St. Louis 
produces and sends to the far corners of 
the world and to the beer for which it is 
equally famous, this city is one of the prin- 
cipal grain markets in the country, and a 


foremost producer of stoves and ranges, 
of drugs and chemical products, of meats, 
clothing, ceramics, airplanes and seeds—to 
name just a few of its 3,500 different 
products. 

The pioneering spirit which sent trading 
parties out from St. Louis to open up the 
largely unexplored west and north still 
prevails. Located almost in the geographi- 
cal center of the country and far from any 
seaport, it nevertheless is keenly aware of 
its potentialities as a center of foreign 
trade. 

With its vast manufacturing facilities, 
St. Louis is fortunate in being part of a 
transportation system as complete as any 
city could desire. A center of the great in- 
land-waterways system, it also is one of 
the country’s leading railroad and trucking 
centers. At present, the city is served by 
8 water common carriers, five certificated 
air lines, and 18 class one railroads. 

Behind this development is an alert busi- 
ness leadership which has never fallen into 
the habit of resting on laurels already

earned. Working together toward their 
announced objective of making St. Louis a 
key area of United States foreign trade 
are the Foreign Trade Bureau of the St. 
Louis Chamber of Commerce, the Export 
Managers Club, the St. Louis Regional Of- 
fice of the Department of Commerce and 
the Regional Inter-American Center. All 
are anticipating a busy fall season in play- 
ing host to delegates to the 34th National 
Foreign Trade Convention which will meet 
in St. Louis, October 20-22. 

As in previous years, the Foreign Trade 
Bureau is maintaining a heavy program of 
promotional work in increasing the city’s 
foreign trade, both on the export and im- 
port side of the ledger. Julius S. Schweich, 
chairman of the Bureau, reports that de- 
spite the various restrictions on interna- 
tional trade, business in this field promises 
to be brisk in this area for the next year 
or so. 

The Export Managers Club, continuing a 
policy inaugurated five years ago, already 
has completed the schedule of its annual 
Institute on Foreign Trade, a program of 
lectures by nationally prominent authori- 
ties which will extend from November 4, 
1947, to March 9, 1948. 

The St. Louis Regional Office of the De- 
partment of Commerce has a unique re- 


sponsibility in furthering the city’s deter. 
mination to constantly broaden its activi. 
ties in world commerce. 

Like all other field offices of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, the St. Louis regional 
office serves as the chief local export and 
import aid and source of information to 
businessmen. The inquiries coming into 
the St. Louis office daily demand and are 
given prompt attention. They range from 
calls for information about tariffs and cus- 
toms regulations in foreign countries to 
requests for the latest reports on economic 
and political conditions in some sector of 
this rapidly changing and troubled world, 


With the advisory assistance of the Office 
of International Trade of the Department 
of Commerce in Washington and of our 
Foreign Service officers abroad immedi- 
ately available, the Department’s regional 
office in St. Louis is admirably prepared to 
give the right answer at the time it is 
most needed. 

Furthermore, it takes justifiable pride in 
the fact that, through its services, it has 
saved exporters many thousands of dol- 
lars in shipping costs as well as untold 
hours of time in getting consignments to 
their point of destination—safely.

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HE 1947 National Foreign 

Trade Convention, like all 
the 33 previous conventions, 
will not only focus its efforts 
on solving current problems 
but will also attempt to set 
up guide posts for the year 
ahead. For example, the 33rd 
Convention held in New York 
in November of 1946 pro- 
posed a foreign economic 
policy for the United States 
and in addition issued recom- 
mendations on 16 specific 
difficulties which confronted 
American foreign trade and 
investment companies. 
Throughout the year the 
policy proposials set the 
course for the work of the 
National Foreign Trade Coun- 
cil while the recommenda- 
tions on specific problems 
also served as important aids 
to the Council since they were 
the expressed opinions of the 
national foreign trade com- 
munity. Thus a convention 
exerts a strong immediate 
effect on public and govern- 


_mental opinion, and at the 


same time creates lasting 
lines of influence which are 
felt for many following 
months. 

It is anticipated that the 
34th Convention, to beheld 
October 20-22 in St. Louis, 
will similarly result in sound, 
overall, national policy sug- 
gestions as well as specific

recommendations. Counci] 
activities as carried out dur. 
ing the past year by the di- 
rectors, members and _ the 
staff, have been geared realis. 
tically to the international 
business of the country, so 
that the inter-linking of the 
work of the Council and the 
conventions is strong and 
steady. 

In summarizing the foreign 
economic policy proposed last 
year, the 33rd Convention 
stated: 

“Our foreign economic 
policy is seen, from the fore- 
going, to embrace the respon- 
sibility for promoting and 
safeguarding the interests of 
American foreign traders, to 
the end of fostering the max- 
imum flow of international 
commerce consistent with the 
reinforcement and implemen- 
tation of established foreign 
policy. This responsibility 
lies in the area of seeking the 
stimulation of American ex- 
ports through the reduction 
of barriers to their purchase; 
of assuring the safety and 
security of American invest- 
ments abroad; and of provid- 
ing conditions which will 
make possible the receipt of 
an adequate volume of useful 
goods and services in return 
for our exports of goods and 
capital.

through consistent and coordinated use of 
the bargaining powers our enonomic 
strength affords, supported by every diplo- 
matic means at the Government’s dis- 
osal.” 

4 The three major diplomatic forms relied 
upon by the United States in applying its 
foreign economic policy are Reciprocal 
Trade Agreements, Treaties of Friendship 
and Commerce and Treaties for the Avoid- 
ance of International Double Taxation. 

Council briefs and testimony in support 
of the Reciprocal Trade Agreements Pro- 
gram for the reduction of international 
tariff and other trade barriers affecting 
American business were presented during 
the year to the Committee for Reciprocity 
Information and the Ways and Means 
Committee of the House of Representa- 
tives. In connection with the proposed 
International Trade Organization, which is 
potentially of equal or greater importance 
to American foreign business relations, ex- 
tensive and detailed criticisms and sug- 
gestions on the trade charter were pre- 
sented to a special inter-departmental com- 
mittee of the Government as well as to the 
Senate Finance Committee, the House 
Ways and Means Committee and the 
Geneva Conference on World Trade. Sup- 
plementing official presentations, wide cir- 
culation and publicity were given these 
Council statements. 

During 1947 the Council cooperated with 
the Department of State in the program 
for negotiating modern Treaties of Friend- 
ship and Commerce, which establish and 
bind the contracting countries to basic 
international rights required for the con- 
duct of business. A special feature of the 
Council’s work on these treaties was an 
examination of the treaty with China, 
signed but not yet ratified, to determine 
both the desirable and undesirable pro- 
visions so that well-founded recommenda- 
tions can be made as to similar contem- 
plated treaties with other countries.

The international tax work of the Coun- 
cil included publication of a number of 
penetrating studies as well as numerous 
representations to the Government on spe- 
cific tax treaties and specific clauses of 
certain tax treaties. Through the medium 
of such treaties, business income may be 
relieved from onerous burdens of double 
taxation imposed by the country in which 
income is earned and by the United States 
as well. 

Many of the activities of the Council on 
behalf of American foreign trade, invest- 
ments, trasportation and communications 
are conducted with the valuable assistance 
of the Council’s Country Committees. 
These committees are playing an increas- 
ingly important role and they are de- 
pended upon extensively for information 
and advice. Several special studies of 
commercial relations between the United 
States and individual foreign countries 
have been published by the Committees, 
and more are to come. 

General Committees of the Council, such 
as those on Law, Taxation, Foreign Prop- 
erty Protection, and the Merchant Marine, 
made contributions over the past year to 
the foreign trade community and to the 
nation, the value of which it would be dif- 
ficult to over-estimate. 

In giving attention to these major treaty 
and agreement problems, the Council and 
all American international business bene- 
fits from the services of experts and au- 
thorities of the highest standing contrib- 
uted by many segments of the largest 
American industries. But there are many 
every day difficulties and opportunities 
which are handled through the Council 
whose services are open to help with any 
matters, of standing or passing im- 
portance, affecting American foreign trade. 
In this way firms and industries of all 
sizes participate in and benefit from the 
work of the Council.

HE revised foreign exchange regulations

DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING IMPORTED COMMODITIES 


Newsprint Paper—Effective with respect 
to newsprint paper entered, or withdrawn 
from warehouse, for consumption on or 
after August 1, 1947, paragraph 1772 of the 
Tariff Act of 1930 has been amended by 
Public Law 315, approved August 1, 1947, to 
read as follows: “Standard newsprint paper. 
For the purposes of this paragraph (but 
only until July 1, 1948, in the case of paper 
in rolls of less than 15 inches in width) 
paper which is in rolls not less than 9 
inches in width shall be deemed to be 
standard newsprint paper insofar as width 
of rolls is concerned.” 

Coconuts and Coconut Meat—tThe rates of 
duty provided for in paragraph 758 of the 
Tariff Act will be re-imposed on coconuts 
and. shredded and desiccated or similarly 
prepared coconut meat entered, or with- 


drawn from warehouse, for consumption on 
or after September 7, 1947. President Tru- 
man signed H. R. 4069, now Public Law 384, 
on August 8, 1947. This terminates the sus- 
pension of duty on these commodities which 
has been in effect since December 21, 1944. 


Coconuts and coconut meat from the Phil- 
ippines, however, will continue to come in 
free of duty assessment until July 3, 1954, 
under the provision of the “Philippine Trade 
Act of 1946.” 

Metal Secrap—Under the provisions of 
Public Law 384 approved by the President 
August 8, 1947, the temporary duty-free 
status of scrap iron, scrap steel, and non- 
ferrous metal scrap will be terminated on 
June 30, 1948. The Act of March 13, 1942, 
suspended the tariff duties on these com- 
modities during the national emergency. 

Copper—T. D. 51726 suspends the require- 
ments for additional information on in- 
voices for articles containing copper (other 
than copper sulphate) entered during the 
period from April 30, 1947, to March 31, 
1949 inclusive. 

Sugar Containing Products — Effective 
August 9, 1947, the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture removed all sugar-containing 
products (including sweetened cocoa), edible 
molasses, and edible syrups except liquid 
sugar, from the import controls of War

Food Order 63. Cane or beet sugar (includ- 
ing liquid sugar), and inedible molasses 
remain under the controls of WFO-63. (See 
Members’ Service Bulletin No. 3530 of 
August 14, 1947.) Also effective August 9, 
1947, amendment 2 to General Order 6 of the 
Sugar Kationing Administration removes 
from price control all sugar commodities 
(including services) except sugar derived 
from sugar cane or sugar beets. 

Spices—On August 38, 1947, the Interna- 
tional Emergency Food Council announced 
that the future supply prospects for pepper 
and other spices now appeared sufficiently 
adequate to ovviate any possibility that the 
need for allocation recommendations on 
these commodities would again arise. For 
this reason, spices were removed from the 
terms of reference of its Committee on 
Cocoa and Spices, and the Committee was 
renamed the Committee on Cocoa, with its 
headquarters in London. 

Nursery Stock—A new law which was ap- 
proved July 31, 1947 (Public Law 290—s0th 
Congress), amends the Plant Quarantine 
Act of August 20, 1912, to authorize the 
Secretary of Agriculture to limit the im- 
portation of nursery stock under such rules 
and regulations as he may deem necessary, 
including the requirement, if necessary, 
that nursery stock be grown after importa- 
tion under the supervision of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to determine if it is 
infested or infected, when the Secretary is 
authorized to prescribe remedial measures 
to prevent the spread of infection. 

The Bureau of Entomology and Plant 
Quarantine, U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, has issued Quarantine Notice No. 75 
prohibiting the importation of citrus nur- 
sery stock from foreign countries, and re- 
vised Quarantine Notice No. 19, prohibiting 
the shipment of such stock from Hawaii to 
other parts of the United States. Both 
notices are effective September 15, 1947. 

Rice—The International Emergency Food 
Council announced on August 29, 1947, that 
because of the continuing severe world 
shortage of rice, it is forwarding to all 
governments of nations exporting or im- 
porting rice a recommendation that broken 
rice be included in allocation of rice. The 
Committee on Rice of the I.E.F.C. recom- 
mended this action in order to make the 
maximum amount of rice available for food 
purposes. Previously certain types of broken 
rice were not considered edible under the 
Committee procedure and, therefore, were 
not placed under allocation. 

Honeybees—Effective August 27, 1947, the 
United States Department of Agriculture 
prohibited the importation of adult honey- 
bees except the importation of queen bees 
from Canada, and such bees as the Depart- 
ment may bring into the country for its

own experimental or scientific purposes. 

Japanese Products—The U. S. Commercia] 
Co. will sell on a sealed bid basis, ex-ware- 
house duty paid, 20 drums of fish liver oj] 
trom Japan in 7 lots varying from one to 
tive drums in each lot. Bids for this must 
be received before September 6, 1947. 

The U.S.C.C. announced on Augyst 29, 
1947, that only a small portion of the bids 
submitted on the chinaware and earthen- 
ware which had recently been offered for 
sale had been accepted. The bulk of the bids 
was rejected because of unsatisfactory 
prices. The U.S.C.C. will negotiate for the 
sale of the unsold portion of this offer, 
which now includes a new shipment of 
figurines and miscellaneous porcelain and 
earthenware items not previously offered 
for sale. Recently, the U.S.C.C. had algo 
offered for sale on a sealed bid basis 10,000 
cases of fine pan fired tea; 4,200 pairs of 
rush slippers; 165,000 chip and beach and 
straw hats; 4,570 bamboo table sets; 576 
nests of willow picnic baskets; 2,000 dozen 
paper parasols; and 2,900 silk parasols; 
various Christmas decorations; 106,200 bam- 
boo rakes; 90,075 white bamboo fishing poles 
with tips; 18,600 bamboo tuna fishing poles; 
26,915 bamboo furniture poles; and 650,000 
chip florist mats. The U.S.C.C. sold 630 short 
tons of bulk lead scrap at an average price 
ot 12.987 cents per pound; 10,000 cases of 
fine pan fired tea at an average price of 
32.03 cents per pound; 250 bales of agar- 
agar, average bid $2.65 per pound; and 22 
drums of fish liver oil at the average price 
of .1813 per million units of vitamin A. 

Foreign Notes—Brazil has withdrawn the 
export prohibition on rice, beans, manioc 
flour, corn, curicuri oil, peanut cake, and 
peanut meal. These are now subject to ex- 
port licensing. . .. India has increased the 
export duty on tea from 2 to 4 annas per 
pound. ... Argentina has removed exclusive 
Government control over the exportation of 
cheese. .. . Guadeloupe has fixed a duty of 
3.67 percent ad valorem on exportation of 
bananas; and increased the export duty on 
vanilla and vanillin valued at more than 
200 francs per kilogram from 5 to 7 percent 
ad valorem. This island and Martinique no 
longer require an export license for the 
exportation of rum. ... Mexico has removed 
its export tax on fresh pineapples, and 
established a fixed rate of duty on the ex- 
portation of bananas; and effective July 9, 
1947, it prohibited for one year the produc- 
tion and exploitation of candellila wax in 
order to allow vegetation to recover from 
intense wartime exploitation. Philip- 
pines have authorized for an indefinite pe- 
riod the exportation of veneer or peeler logs 
Nos. 1 and 2, and flitches with a thickness 
and width of not less than 8 inches.

GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 


New States—On August 15, 1947, the Do- 
minions of India and Pakistan joined the 
family of nations as sovereign States in the 
British Commonwealth. Certain of the 
princely states of India have not as yet be- 
come a part of either of these Dominions, 
and they may choose to remain as indepen- 
dent areas. Pakistan immediately applied 
for State membership in the United Nations, 
and was promptly accepted on August 18th. 
The Governments of the United States and 
the Dominion of Pakistan have agreed to 
exchange Ambassadors. The American Con- 
sulate at Karachi is being raised to the 
rank of Embassy effective August 15, 1947. 

It is expected that the Bureau of Customs 
may shortly issue a ruling or instructions 
with respect to the proper marking of im- 
ported merchandise from these new areas 
under section 304 of the Tariff Act. A simi- 
lar question of proper marking confronts 
the Bureau in connection with the Republic 
of Indonesia. The Council has suggested 
early attention by the Bureau to the mark- 
ing problem involved. 

Chinese Currency—Press reports from 
Nanking dated August 17, 1947, indicate 
that the Chinese Government has adopted 
a new foreign exchange policy which per- 
mits importers and exporters to buy and 
sell foreign exchange at the open market 
rate. This will enable the Chinese National 
dollar to find its own level of value in the 
world markets without Government regula- 
tion. The first quotation under the new 
arrangement was 39,500 Chinese dollars to 
the United States dollar, although the “offi- 
cial rate” set by the Government last Feb- 
ruary was 12,000 Chinese dollars to the 
U. S. dollar. Imports from China of com- 
modities subject to ad valorem rates of 
duty have been at a virtual standstill be- 
cause of the wide disparity between the 
official and non-official exchange rate. The 
National Council of American Importers at 
once suggested to the Federal Reserve Bank 
of New York that the new system be con- 
firmed as a basis of daily certification to 
the Secretary of the Treasury of conversion 
rates for customs purposes. 

Italian Currency—On August 1, 1947, the 
Italian Government changed the official 
rate of exchange from 225 to 350 lire to the 
dollar. Beneficiaries of dollar payments in 
Italy can still convert 50 percent of the 
dollars they receive at the fluctuating ex- 
port rate. 

Import Statistics—General imports in the 
first six months of 1947 had a value of 
$2,832,700,000, and a shipping weight of 
73,241 million pounds, compared to a value 
of $2,282,600,000 and a shipping weight of 
60,092 million pounds in the first six months 
of 1946. Imports for consumption during 


the first half of 1947 were valued at $2,806,- 
300,000, against $2,237,600,000 for 1946. 

General imports in June, 1947, had a value 
of $466,200,000 and a shipping weight of 
12,716 million pounds, in contrast to a value 
of $385,900,000 and a shipping weight of 
9,679 million pounds in June, 1946. Imports 
for consumption in June 1947 were valued 
$472,600,000 against $371,700,000 in June 
1946. 

International Trade Organization—On Au- 
gust 20, 1947, the Preparatory Commission 
of the United Nations Conference on Trade 
and Employment completed the draft of a 
charter for the proposed _ Internationa] 
Trade Organization on which it had been 
working in Geneva, Switzerland, since Apri] 
10, 1947. At its first session in London in 
October, 1946, the Preparatory Commission 
had drawn the first version of this draft, 
which was further elaborated by a drafting 
committee in New York during January and 
February of this year. The final version of 
the draft charter as completed in Geneva 
will be submitted for approval and adoption 
to a full World Trade Conference, which is 
scheduled to meet in Havana, Cuba, on 
November 21, 1947, to set up the Interna- 
tional Trade Organization. The ITO will be 
one of the specialized agencies under the 
Social and Economic Council of the U. N. 

Italy—Italian assets blocked in this coun- 
try under Executive Order No. 8389 and the 
U. S. Trading with the Enemy Act were 
unblocked effective August 29, 1947. On 
that day, General License No. 95 was 
amended to add Italy to the list of coun- 
tries whose blocked accounts may be re- 
leased under the certification procedure of 
that License. The unblocking of these Ital- 
ian assets is provided for in the overall 
financial agreement recently concluded be- 
tween Italy and the United States. The 
Italian Government has not yet designated 
the agency which will certify the accounts 
to be released. 

Japan—Effective September 5, 1947, civil- 
ian mail service to those destinations in 
Japan to which mail is delivered will be 
extended to permit the sending of articles 
by air at the rate of 25 cents per half ounce 
or fraction. Articles prepaid at the letter 
rate of postage may not contain merchan- 
dise. The following types of transactional 
communications continue to be prohibited: 
All messages which transfer currency or 
financial instruments; messages relating to 
conversion, transfer or disguising of any 
Japanese external assets by powers of at- 
torney, proxies, instructions, or other means. 
Articles of printed matter are limited to 
catalogs, photographs, drawings, plans, 
maps, and patterns. 
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THE AMERICAN CREDIT TO 
GREAT BRITAIN 


A second progress report of the Council’s 
International Finance Committee was pre- 
pared before our release on August 20, 1947, 
of the exchange of correspondence between 
the Right Honorable Hugh Dalton, Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, and the Honorable 
John W. Snyder, Secretary of the Treasury, 
concerning the temporary withdrawal of 
sterling convertibility privileges provided 
for under Section 8 (ii) of the Anglo-Ameri- 
ean Financial Agreement, except as to the 
United States, and the temporary blocking 
of the balance of the loan now disclosed to 
pe $400,000,000. 

It has been announced unofficially that 
numerous agreements made by Great Brit- 
ain with other countries leading to full con- 
vertibility of sterling with respect to cur- 
rent transactions will have to be modified. 
When sufficient data is available as to the 
significance of these and other negotiations 
another bulletin will be issued.

which in part provides for an amendment 
to Section 3805 of the Internal Revenue 
Code. The text of Section 3805 before amend- 
ment was as follows: 

“Sec. 3805. Income tax due dates post- 
poned in case of China Trade Act Corpora- 
tions, 

In the case of any taxable year beginning 
after December 31, 1940, no Federal income 
tax return of, or payment of any Federal in- 
come tax by, any corporation organized under 
the China Trade Act, 1902 (42 Stat. 849, 
U. 8S. C., Title 15, chapter 4), shall become 
due until the fifteenth day of the six month 
following the month in which the present war 
with Germany, Italy, and Japan is terminated, 
as proclaimed by the President. Such due 
date is prescribed subject to the power of the 
Commissioner to extend the time for filing 
such return or paying such tax, as in other 
cases. 


Public Law 384, Eightieth Congress, Sec- 
tion 14 provides as follows: 

“See. 14. China Trade Act Corporations. 

“Section 3805 of the Internal Revenue Code 
is hereby amended by striking out ‘the fif- 


teenth day of the six month following the 
month in which the present war with Ger-

many, Italy, and Japan is terminated, as 
proclaimed by the President’ and inserting in 
lieu thereof: ‘December 31, 1947.’” 


RETURN OF ITALIAN 
PROPERTY 


Public Law No. 370 passed at the First 
Session of the Eightieth Congress pro- 
vides for: 

1. The authorization of the return of Italian 
assets which have been vested by the Alien 
Property Office; and 

2. Transfer of certain ships to Italy. 


Before the passage of this law, Sections 
32 and 33 of the Trading with the Enemy 
Act applied to “government of a nation with 
which the United States has at any time 
since December 7, 1941, been at war.’”’ The 
new law substitutes “government of Ger- 
many, Japan, Bulgaria, Hungary, or Ru- 
mania.” 

According to H. Report 1009, which ac- 
companied the bill, approximately $15,000,- 
000 worth of Italian property has been 
vested by the United States. In addition 
$45,000,000 worth of property was blocked 
but did not require legislation for its re- 
turn. It is presumed that the Treasury De- 
partment will take steps to formulate the 
procedure under which Italian property may 
be made available. The right to the Italian 
property, return of which is contemplated 
under this law, was confirmed to the United 
States by Article 79 of the Treaty of Peace 
with Italy: 

House and Senate reports indicate that 
this law reflects the attitude of the Depart- 
ment of State that the Treaty of Peace with 
Italy should not be unduly onerous upon 
the Italian Government or its people. Dur- 
ing the negotiations of the peace treaty, 
United States representatives “made clear 
that it was our intention to return the great 
bulk of Italian assets.” 


CLAIMS AGAINST ITALY 


Return of property of United States na- 
tionals, compensation for war damages to 
American property, an agreement to settle 
claims arising out of prewar contracts are 
subjects of several of the provisions of two 
“Memoranda of Understanding” and various 
supplementary notes entered into by the 
United States and Italy on August 14th. 

Where property of United States nationals 
has suffered only slight damage or de- 
terioration while under Italian control, the 
Italian Government has agreed that the prop- 
erty is to be returned in good order. In 


cases where excessive damage has occurred, 
the Italian Government will pay 2/3 com- 
pensation in lira. Apparently, in any case in 


which lira is paid, the Italian Government 
may require that it be used “for the restora- 
tion to complete good order” of the article 
damaged. 

An Italian agency will shortly be set up to 
receive and determine the claims of na- 
tionals of the United States with respect 
to their property. In order to assist Ameri- 
can claimants, the Government of Italy has 
agreed “upon request and without charge” 
to furnish copies of pertinent evidence and 
records. 

An effort will be made to settle, at an 
early date, claims of United States nationals 
arising out of prewar contracts or other 
obligations. In cases where lira payments 
were made under Italian law to Italian 
agencies in purported discharge of debts in 
non-lira currencies, it was agreed that Italy 
will either assume the obligation to make 
payment of such debts in foreign exchange, 
or it will provide that the Italian debtor 
shall be held directly responsible for the 
payment of such debts. In either event, the 
necessary foreign exchange will be made 
available at the earliest date permitted by 
Italian foreign exchange conditions. 

In addition to the above, the sum of $65,- 
000,000 will be paid to the United States 
“to be utilized in such manner as the Goy- 
ernment of the United States of America 
may deem appropriate in application to the 
claims of United States nationals arising 
out of the war with Italy and not otherwise 
provided for.” 


ALIEN PROPERTY DEBT CLAIMS 


The Alien Property Office has announced 
that the time for filing debt claims against 
persons whose property was seized as alien 
property, has been extended indefinitely. Six- 
ty days’ notice of any new deadline will be 
given in the Federal Register. An exception 
is being made in the cases of 318 persons 
and companies against whom claims must 
be filed by September 2. The list of persons 
and firms against whom claims must be filed 
by September 2 are available at the Alien 
Property Office or the offices of local United 
States attorneys. 

It was pointed out that in accordance with 
section 34(b) of the Trading with the En- 
emy Act, no time for the filing of debt 
claims shall be fixed beyond August 8, 1948, 
or two years from the date of vesting of 
any particular property. Several factors to 
be considered by persons who contemplate 
filing debt claims were reviewed in a memo- 
randum prepared by Charles R. Carroll, 
Chairman of the Law Committee of the 
Council.

FRANCO-AMERICAN ECONOMIC 
RELATIONS 


The REPORT ON FRANCO - AMERICAN 
ECONOMIC RELATIONS of the Council's 
Committee for France has been issued in 
booklet form. It has been presented to the 
Department of State and discussed in detail 
with representatives of the Department. 
Comments of Members concerning either the 
Report or problems they may be dealing 
with in French commercial relations will be 
welcomed as an aid to the continuing work 
of the Committee and the Staff. 

The booklet contains a foreword, and, in 
Part I, a statement by the Committee sum- 
marizing its recommendations. In the bal- 
ance of the 60 pages there is set forth sub- 
stantiating data and interpretation of con- 
ditions. General subjects covered are: Prob- 
lems of French Economic Rehabilitation; 
American Economic Assistance to France— 
The Official Contribution; French Interna- 
tional Commerce and Travel; French Co- 
lonial Economic Policy, and American Busi- 
ness within France. 


LEVEL OF INDUSTRY—GERMANY 


In response to numerous inquiries, the 
Council has issued the revised plan for the 
level of industry in the U.S./U.K. zones in 
Germany. The joint release of this plan by 
the State and War Departments stated that 
the agreement fixes the amount of industrial 
capacity to be retained in the U.S.-U.K. 
zones and enables a program to be estab- 
lished for the identification of plants and 
equipment for removal as reparation. It 
does not represent a production program. 
Production in the future, as in the past, will 
be primarily conditioned by the availability 


in Germany of fuel and power, raw mate- 
rials, transportation and food and by world 
supply conditions. 


ARGENTINE INSURANCE LAW 


The Council has communicated with the 
Department of State concerning the new 
Argentine insurance law, with a view to 
ameliorating the effects of the law on 
American business. Article 14 of Law 12988 
of the Argentine, passed June 13 and effec- 
tive June 27, provides for insurance in 
Argentina with Argentine insurance com- 
panies of all exports from and imports to 
Argentina where the risk of transport falls 
on the Argentine sender or receiver. 

In addition to Article 14, the new law 
contains a number of other provisions regu- 
lating the operating of insurance companies 
in Argentina which are of comparatively 
limited interest. However, the provisions 
against unadmitted insurance and insurance 
in Argentine companies of businesses op- 
erating under licenses, franchises, conces- 
sions, special privileges, and the like may 
be important to American interests. 

It is the consensus of opinion that goods 
shipped from the United States FOB or FAS 
should come under the terms of the new 
law requiring insurance in an Argentine 
company (presumably by the Argentine buy- 
er), while goods shipped CIF Buenos Aires 
would be unaffected by the law. Conversely, 
goods shipped CIF from Argentina would be 
required under the new law to be insured 
in Argentina (by the Argentine exporter), 
while those shipped FOB or FAS would not 
be affected. Shippers wishing to be safe 
could quote as to be in accord with the terms 
of the law as noted above, it might be some 
time before the law is strictly enforced.

Figures submitted by carriers indicated that 
expenditures for roadway for the entire 
year will amount to $286,245,000, up 23.9% 
from a year ago, while equipment expendi- 
tures will amount to $665,717,000, or 108% 
higher. 

Chesapeake & Ohio has won an award for 
its 1946 report at the best of industry in 
Eastern United States, making it eligible 
for the top award for the nation given each 
year by Financial World.

The ICC has been hit by Western railroads 
for failing to conduct hearings on the ap- 
plication of the Government-owned barge 
line to extend its service northward from 
Kansas City. These roads declared that 


Division 4 of the commission issued a cer- 
tificate of convenience and necessity “solely 
on the basis of unsupported representations 
of shippers on the route.”

Density of freight traffic on Class 1 rail. 
roads in the January-June, 1947, period 
showed a substantial increase over that of 
the corresponding period in 1946, and an 
even greater increase over the first half of 
1941. In releasing these statistics, the ICC’s 
Bureau of Economics pointed out that the 
1946-1947 comparison “is probably affected 
by irregularities in production of commodi- 
ties in the 1946 period owing to shortages of 
materials, labor difficulties, and other fac- 
tors.” Nevertheless, it said, the record is 
impressive, particularly in such perform- 
ance averages as those reflecting cars per 
train, net tons and gross tons per train, net 
ton-miles per freight car per day, load per 
car, and gross ton-miles per train hour. The 
significant “net ton-miles per freight car 
day” in the 1947 period—975—was 17.4% 
above the 1946 average and 44.2% above 1941,

The average capacity of freight cars used 
by American railroads is now 51 3/10 tons, 
there having been a constant increase in 
capacity since 1902 when it was 28 1/10 tons.

PARTICIPATION IN INTERNATIONAL TRADE FAIRS 


A program to assist American producers, importers and exporters who wish to par- 
ticipate in international trade fairs was announced by the Department of Commerce. 

It was also announced that Jacques Kunstenaar, Department of Commerce specialist 
on international fairs and exhibitions, will leave for Europe to evaluate the role of inter- 
national trade fairs in promoting world trade and to obtain information on European fair 
techniques which might be applicable in the United States. 

No international trade fair comparable with those in Europe has been held in‘ the 
United States, Mr. Kunstenaar said. The first one on this continent to incorporate modern 
international trade fair methods will be held in Toronto in June 1948. Several projects 
for the establishment of international trade centers or fairs in the United States are 
now under consideraion, he added. 

Mr. Kunstenaar will visit the Royal Netherlands Industries Fair at Utrecht, Holland, 
and the Prague International Trade Fair in Czechoslovakia. In addition, he will 
consult with officials of the Swiss Industries Fair, Basel, the Brussels International Indus- 
tries Fair in Belgium, and the Paris International Industries Fair. 

The six-point program to assist American businessmen wishing to develop and take 
part in international trade fairs was outlined. 


GREEK AID PROGRAM 


The Federal Government will utilize private trading channels to the maximum in 
arranging for the procurement of about 75 million dollars of incentive civilian: goods 
under the Greek Air Program. The Government’s position on procurement was explained 
at a recent meeting between OIT’S Export and Import Advisory Committees and officials 
of the Department of State and OIT. In clarifying the procurement policy the Department 
of State emphasized its intention to call upon commercial sources in the U. S. and 
Greece to aid in implementing the program in the first instance, but reserved the right 
to make direct purchases of food and other items when necessary.

517371 “PURCHASED MERCHANDISE" 


The Bureau of Customs has notified Customs Officers that it has adopted a new 
definition of the term “purchased merchandise” for invoicing purposes. Such merchandise 
is now defined as follows: “Purchased Merchandise: Imported merchandise has been 
shipped to the United States in pursuance of a purchase or an agreement to purchase 
if the purchase or agreement to purchase has been made at or before the time the goods 
were exported from the foreign country and if, at or before exportation, the price paid or 
to be paid by the purchaser in the United States to the seller in the foreign country has 
peen fixed or a definite procedure by which the price is to be determined has been agreed 
upon. The merchandise may be shipped directly to the purchaser, or through his agent 
or branch house in the foreign country, or to an agent of the seller or to the seller’s 
pranch house in the United States, for delivery.’ This is a reversal of a previous ruling 
which required a non-purchase form of consular invoice when goods were purchased by 
the agent or branch house of an American importer abroad and shipped for the account 
of the American importer. 


SUPPLEMENTAL QUOTA ON LONG-STAPLE COTTON 


Reference is made to T.D. 51697 which prescribed a supplemental quota of 23,094,000 
pounds of cotton having a staple of 1% inches or more but less than 1 11/16 inches in 
length to be entered or withdrawn from warehouse for consumption during the period 
June 14 to September 19, 1947, inclusive, and to Bureau Circular Letter No. 2564 of June 
11, 1947, relative thereto. 

Since some of the cotton entered during the above-referred-to period was found to be 
over 111/16 inches and not subject to the quota the Bureau has determined that approxi- 
mately 755,000 pounds of cotton having a staple of 1% to 1 11/16 inches may still be entered 
before September 20. 

In order that all importers may have the same opportunity to enter such cotton you 
shall permit the presentation of entries and/or withdrawals for consumption at 12 noon, 
e.s.t., or its time equivalent, on September 15 of such cotton. At the close of business on 
September 15 you shall report to the Bureau by telegram the number of entries and the 
number of pounds so presented. A sufficient amount to complete the quota will be re- 
leased at once. 

It shall be understood that any cotton presented on September 15 and not permitted 
entry will have to be re-presented on September 22 when the regular quota opens. [C/L.

ENTRY OF COTTON & COTTON WASTE SUBJECT TO QUOTAS 


The procedure outlined below shall be followed on and after September 22, 1947, 
for the control of the quotas prescribed in T.D. 49956, as modified by T.D.’s 50297, 50603, 
50681, and 51624: 

Item I. Cotton of less than 1*g inches in staple length (other than harsh or rough cot- 
ton of less than % inch in staple length, and other than linters). 

Item Il. Cotton of 1% inches or more but less than 1 11/16 inches in staple length 
(other than linters). 

Item III. Comber waste made from cotton of 1 3/16 inches or more in staple length, 
whether or not manufactured or otherwise advanced in value. 

Item IV. Cotton card strips and comber waste made from cotton of less than 1 3/16 
inches in staple length, lap waste, sliver waste, and roving waste, whether or not manu- 
factured or otherwise advanced in value. 

Item V. Harsh or rough cotton of less than % inch in staple length. 

It is anticipated that the quotas on item I cotton from Mexico and certain South 
American countries, item II cotton from any country and item IV waste from Canada and 
British India will be filled at the opening moment of the quota period. In order that im- 
porters of such cotton may have equal opportunities at all ports, entries and withdrawals 
for consumption of all classes of quota cotton and cotton waste shall not be presented 
before 12 noon Eastern Standard Time or its time equivalent in other time belts on Sep- 
tember 22, 1947. 

You shall report to the Bureau by telegram the total number of pounds of item I 
cotton and item IV cotton waste, by country of production, and Item II cotton, covered by 
properly executed entries and/or withdrawals for consumption presented on September 22. 
The time of presentation shall be noted and no such cotton or cotton waste shall be 
released from customs custody until authorized by the Bureau. 

Item III cotton waste and item V cotton, from any country, may be released on and 
after September 22 without Bureau authorization until further notice. 

It shall be noted that items II and V are global quotas. [C/L. 2575.]

VESSELS IN FOREIGN AND DOMESTIC TRADES 

Youching at foreign port while in coastwise trade.—Section 4.82, Ccstoms Regulations 
of 1943, requires the master of a vessel which is to touch at a foreign port during a coast- 
wise voyage to obtain a certified coastwise manifest in duplicate of the cargo to be 
transported via the foreign port to a subsequent domestic port; if any outward foreign 
cargo is laden, a certified outward foreign manifest showing such cargo only; and a 
permit to proceed upon the departure of the vessel from each American port on the out- 
ward voyage except the final port of departure. Upon departure from the last American 
port for the foreign port, the master shall obtain a certified coastwise manifest in dupli- 
cate of the cargo to be transported via the foreign port to a subsequent domestic port, 
and a permit to proceed to such domestic port. In addition, the vessel must be cleared 
in the usual manner, except that the outward foreign manifest shall show only cargo for 
foreign destination. Upon arrival in the United States from the foreign port, the vessel 
is required to report its arrival and enter in the usual manner and, in addition, deliver 
the permit to proceed and the certified copies of the coastwise manifest. If the vessel 
thereafter proceeds to another American port with residue foreign cargo, the procedure 
set out in section 4.85 of the Customs Regulations of 1943 shall be complied with. Bureau 
letter to collector of customs, Detroit, Mich., August 5, 1947.

MISCELLANEOUS

SURPLUS PROPERTY REGULATIONS AMENDED—SCRAP IMPORTABLE 


Section 8508.15 of Foreign Liquidation Commissioner Regulation 8 (11 F.R. 13423), 
governing the importation of surplus property subject to the provisions of section 33, 
Surplus Property Act of 1944, was amended effective September 9, 1947 (12 F.R. 5963), by 
adding a new paragraph (c) to the first proviso thereof, the section now reading as follows: 

“Sec. 8508.15 Importations into the United States. Surplus property which has been sold in 
foreign areas shall not be imported into the United States in the same or substantially the same 
form in which it was exported from the United States if such property was originally produced 
in the United States and is readily identifiable as such, except to the extent that the Secretury 
of State specifically authorizes such importations by order issued hereunder, 1Provided however, 
That such property may be imported (a) on consignment to a person or firm in the [nited 
States for the purpose of reconditioning for re-export, or (b) by a veteran (including a member 
of the armed forces) if brought in for his personal use, or (c) if sold primarily as scrap metal 
and brought in for use as scrap metal, and upon certification by the importer to the Treasury 
Department that the importation is being made for one of such purposes; Provided further, 
that for the purpose of this section, foreign areas shall not include Guam or other Pacific insular 
possessions. Nothing in this section shall prevent surplus property which is owned by a Govern- 
ment agency from being brought into the continental United States, its territories or possessions.” 


The items referred to in footnote 1, as being exempted from the prohibition against 
importation contained in section 8508.15, supra, are covered by C/L. 2547 and Supplements 
Nos. 1 to 4 thereto, inclusive. 

The provisions of T.D. 51304 shall be considered as having been superseded by section 
8508.15, supra, as amended, to the extent to which such provisions are inconsistent with 
the provisions of that section. [C/L. 2577.] 

1The Secretary of State upon the request of the Director of War Mobilization and Recon- 
version, has exempted from the prohibition of this section certain property found by the Director 
of War Mobilization to be needed for reconversion in the United States. The items exempted 
are listed in Schedules A and B of Order 6 under this part, April 18, 1947 and supplements 
thereto (12 F.R. 2531, 3186, 4842).

Note.—In general, Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 per cent of the 
duties paid on merchandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouses or in 
the custody or control of customs officers which had been withdrawn for exportation 
within a period of three years, and in the case of grain for ten months. Drawback is 
also allowable upon the exportation of articles manufactured or produced in the United 
States with the use of imported merchandise; meats cured with imported salts; flavoring 
extracts; medicinal or toilet preparations manufactured in the United States with the 
use of domestic alcohol on which internal revenue tax has been paid; supplies for vessels 
manufactured or produced with the use of imported materials or domestic tax paid alcohol 
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and articles on which processing or excise tax has been paid.

Amendment No. 1 of the regulations supplemental to Notice of Quarantine No. 41 
(second revision) (T.D. 46335), on account of the European corn borer and other dangerous 
insects and plant diseases has been issued under the Plant Quarantine Act of August 20, 
1912, as amended (7 U. S. C. 159). This amendment revises regulation 5, effective July 15, 
1947, by striking out the provision thereof appearing in 7 CFR 319.41-5 (d), requiring 
that shelled corn imported into the United States from Canada be accompanied by a 
Canadian inspection certificate.

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—AIR COMMERCE 


Page 1180 

In accordance with the amendment to the joint Air Commerce Regulations made by 
the Acting Commissioner of Customs, the Acting Secretary of the Treasury, the Surgeon 
General, United States Public Health Service, the Acting Federal Security Administrator, 
and the Attorney General under date of August 14, 1947, and published in the FEDERAL 
REGISTER on August 20, 1947 (12 F.R. 5583, 5586, 5596), section 6.3 (a) Customs Regulations 
of 1948, as amended by T.D. 51674, is further amended, effective August 20, 1947, by 
deleting the second sentence and substituting the following: 
The first landing shall be at an airport of entry unless permission to land elsewhere 
shall first be granted by the Commissioner of Customs, in the case of aircraft operated 
by scheduled air lines, and in all other cases by the collector or deputy collector of 
customs at the port of entry nearest the intended place of landing. When the Commis- 
sioner of Customs grants permission to land elsewhere than at an airport of entry, he 
shall immediately notify the heads of the Public Health Service, the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service, and of any other agency likely to be concerned with the land- 
ing, and, when a collector or deputy collector of customs grants such permission, he 
shall immediately notify the principal local officer of each such agency. [T.D. 51741.]

TO TERMINATE CERTAIN TAX PROVISIONS BEFORE THE END 
OF WORLD WAR Il 


Section 1. Suspension of Tariff Duties on Scrap Iron, ete. 

The Act of March 13, 1942 (Public Law 497, Seventy-seventh Congress; 56 Stat. 171), 
entitled “An Act to suspend the effectiveness during the existing national emergency of 
tariff duties on scrap iron, scrap steel, and nonferrous metal scrap” is hereby amended by 
striking out “termination of the unlimited national emergency proclaimed by the Presi- 
dent on May 27, 1941” and inserting in lieu thereof “close of June 30, 1948.” [Public Law 
384—S80th Congress.] 

Sec. 2. Free Importation to Members of Armed Forces of other United Nations, 

Section 5 of the joint resolution of June 27, 1942 (Public Law 635. Seventy-seventh 
Congress; 56 Stat. 462), entitled “Joint resolution to accord privileges of free importation 
to members of the armed forces of other United Nations, to enemy prisoners of war and 
civilian internees and detainees, and for other purposes,” is hereby amended by striking 
out “the expiration of six months after the termination of the unlimited national emer- 
gency proclaimed by the President on May 27, 1941” and inserting in lieu thereof “July 1, 
1948." [Public Law 384—S0th Congress.] 

Sec. 3. Free Entry of Gifts from Members of Armed Forces. 

(a) Section 1 of the Act of December 5, 1942 (Public Law 790, Seventy-seventh Con- 
gress; 56 Stat. 1041), entitled ‘“‘An Act to accord free entry to bona fide gifts from members 
of the armed forces of the United States on duty abroad” is hereby amended by inserting 
after the word “claimed” the words “were purchased in or through authorized agencies of 
the armed forces of the United States or in accordance with regulations prescribed by the 
major geographical commands of the United States armed forces, and.” 

b) The amendment made by subsection (a) shall be applicable in the case of articles 
entered for consumption or withdrawn from warehouse for consumption on and after 
September 1, 1947. 

(ce) Section 2 of such Act is hereby amended, effective as of June 30, 1947, by striking 
out “the expiration of six months after the termination of hostilities as determined by 
proclamation of the President, or by concurrent resolution of the Congress” and inserting 
in lieu thereof “July 1, 1949.” [Public Law 384—S0th Congress.] 

Sec. 4. Suspension of Tariff Duty on Coconuts. 

The Act of December 20, 1944 (Public Law 504. Seventy-eighth Congress; 58 Stat. 817), 
entitled “An Act to suspend the effectiveness during the existing national emergency of 
the tariff duty on coconuts,” shall not be applicable with respect to articles entered for 
consumption or withdrawn from warehouse for consumption on or after the thirtieth day 
following the date of the enactment of this Act. .[Public Law 384—S0th Congress.]

SALES OF SYNTHETIC ORGANIC CHEMICALS IN 1945 


In 1945 the sales value of synthetic organic chemicals and their raw materials pro- 
duced in the United States totaled 2.2 billion dollars, according to a final report just re- 
leased by the United States Tariff Commission. The quantities produced (37 billion pounds) 
and sold (25 billion pounds) were about the same as in 1944. Outstanding among the 
several groups of items produced were synthetic rubber, coal-tar intermediates, and 
plastics materials. 

The survey for 1945 is the twenty-ninth annual report on the domestic synthetic 
organic chemical industry issued by the Commission. It gives final statistics on produc- 
tion and sales in 1945 for all synthetic organic chemicals for which preliminary data were 
published earlier and, in addition, lists the names of the products produced on a commer- 
cial scale during that year and the manufacturers of each. ¥ 

The data are classified into three major divisions—raw materials, intermediates, and 
finished products and includes data on United States imports of products entered in 1945 
under paragraphs 27 and 28 of the Tariff Act of 1930. Items dutiable under these para- 
graphs are coal-tar intermediates, dyes, medicinals, flavor and perfume materials, and 
other finished coal-tar products. This report on the progress of the synthetic organic 
chemical industry was made possible by the cooperation of about 575 manufacturers, who 
reported data on more than 6,000 products.

SOFTWOOD LUMBER REPORT 


The United States Tariff Commission has issued a report on Softwood Lumber, one 
of a series on War Changes in Industry, which the Commission is preparing at the request 
of the House Ways and Means Committee and the Senate Finance Committee. The report 
shows the importance of the softwood lumber industry in the national economy, traces 
the effect on the United States supply and trade of the depression of the early thirties, the 
subsequent recovery, the abnormal war demands, and discusses postwar prospects and 
problems. ; J 

For many years the United States has been the largest softwood lumber producing and 
consuming nation in the world. The sawmill industry, inclusive of softwood and hardwood 
mills, comprises about 38,000 establishments. In prewar years it was the leading indus- 
trial employer in nine States and ranked second in six other States. About 70 per cent of 
the sawmills produce softwood lumber or both softwood and hardwood lumber. _ 

Before 1930 softwood lumber was free of duty and import taxes. The Tariff Act of 
1930 made the principal species dutiable at $1 per 1,000 board feet, and by the Revenue 
Act of 1932 an import tax of $3 was also imposed, the combined duty and tax amounting 
to $4. By the first trade agreement with Canada, the duty and tax were reduced by half, 
and the resulting rate of $2 still prevails on most species. On some species, however, the 
import tax was removed by Congress in 1938, leaving only the duty of 50 cents. The duty 
on imports of lumber subject to the $2 rate was equivalent in 1939 to 10 per cent and in 
1946 to 4 per cent ad valorem. From October 25, 1946 to August 15, 1947, the duties and 
import taxes were waived by Presidential proclamation, because of the housing shortage.

INTERNATIONAL MAIL 


GERMANY—A considerable amount of mail matter for Germany is at oomerenes 
addressed. All mail matter, including parcel post, for civilians in Germany — on 
the name and address of the addressee, street and house number, or eee : pen 
number, province and the name of the zone of occupation (American, Bri Is = rench or 
Russian) in which the destination is located. The province and zone of occupation need 
not be shown on mail addressed to the city of Berlin. Box numbers may be used “7 part of 
the address provided the name of the box holder is shown. Correspondence should not be 
‘ »ssed “Ge ‘ ivery.” . , 
— Pane come he ng important that the postal district number be included in the 
address of all mail matter for civilians in order to assure early dispatch from the United 
States and most expeditious delivery to the addressees upon arrival in Germany. Where 
district are divided (a) or (b), the address should show the (a) or (b) division, such as 
13a or 14b, as the case may be. Mailers who do not know the postal district to w hich mail 
should be addressed are advised to obtain this information from the addressee in Germany, 
who can no doubt secure it from the post office there. : , 

Korea—Articles in the regular mails addressed to Korea may be sent by air to that 
country, subject to the same conditions applicable to surface mails. The postage rate for 
air-mail articles will be 25 cents per half ounce or fraction. Letter packages are limited to 
4 pounds 6 ounces in weight, and may not contain merchandise. Air-mail articles may he 
ree ear ak—Réective September 5, air-mail service will be available to the following 
areas in Japan: the four main islands of Hekkaide, Honshu, Kyushu, and Shikoku; ad- 
jacent islands, including the Tsushima Islands, the Ryukyu (Nansei) Islands north of 30 
degrees north latitude (except Kuchinoshima), the Izu Islands, and the Nanto Islands 
north of and including Sofu Gan (Lot’s Wife). Articles in the regular mails sent by air 
will be subject to the same conditions as surface mail. The air mail rate is 25 cents a 
half-ounce. Ten-cent air letter sheets, which may be purchased at post offices, will also 
be accepted for delivery by air. The weight limit for air mail is 4 pounds, 6 ounces. 

It is also announced that mail service has been extended to commercial papers, 
printed matter, samples of merchandise and small packets subject to Postal Union 
weights and size limitations and to the following restrictions: 

CHINA—It has been observed that considerable mail matter (air-mail as well as that 
intended for surface transmission) for Hong Kong is incorrectly addressed. Hong Kong is 
a British possession and articles destined for that place should not be addressed 
to “China.” 

FOREIGN COUNTRIES—A large number of air-mail articles for foreign countries are 
still being mailed with insufficient postage prepaid thereon. It is probable that this 
short payment of air-mail results when senders overlook the fact air-mail postage to all 
foreign countries except Canada and Mexico is charged on a weight unit of one-half 
ounce. Air-mail articles insufficiently prepaid are returned to the senders if they bear a 
return address at this office, otherwise they are dispatched in the ordinary (surface) mails. 

GUATEMALA—The customs laws of Guatemala require that every importation be 
accompanied by a certificate of origin, except in the case of merchandise not exceeding $50 
in value. Nevertheless, if the articles are subject to restrictions, quotas, or special charges, 
the certificate is required regardless of their value. Commercial invoices must accompany 
all merchandise imported into the country. Both certificate of origin and commercial 
invoice must be visaed by a Guatemalan consul or diplomatic representative. Senders 
should present to the nearest Guatemalan Consul five copie sof the commercial invoice 
covering their parcels. The original invoice which is returned after certification for 
forwarding to the addressee should be enclosed in the parcel. The remaining copies are 
retained by the Consul. The foregoing applies to merchandise sent to Guatemala in the 
regular mails as well as parcel post.

However, the Belgian 
customs authorities exceptionally admit as regular the importation of printed matter up 
to two kilograms in weight, without Form 2976 (C 1) affixed. This concession, however, 
applies only to price lists, catalogs, and advertising matter of business firms, and any 
fees or charges which may be due on such matter must be paid. ; 

Also, the green label, Form 2976 (C 1), is not required on free copies of newly pub- 
lished books mailed by the publishers to Belgian literary and scientific societies and jour- 
nalists, provided the outer wrappers bear a dedication or the words “Press Service” or 
some other indication that the copies are being sent gratuitously under the conditions

CHINESE FOREIGN TRADE REGULATIONS 


Article 9 of the Chinese revised temporary foreign trade regulations promulgated 
August 18, 1947, stipulates that import licenses should in all cases be obtained by Chinese 
importers before they contemplate purchases or otherwise commit themselves abroad. 
Chinese press notification of August 21 stated that importers are strictly forbidden to 
enter into purchasing contracts or make any shipments of any goods from abroad prior to 
their obtaining import licenses. 

Consignees of shipments made in violation of this regulation and arriving after August 
17 will not be permitted to take delivery, or, alternatively, the goods may be taken over 
by the Chinese government at a price fixed in accordance with the official rate of ex- 
change. Additionally, consignees of such shipments being registered importers, their 
registration shall be cancelled. Provision, however, is made for goods having no import 
license but which arrived in China before August 16 and for goods having no import 
license -but which can be proved to have been en route before August 16. Regarding such 
shipments en route, American shippers should promptly instruct consignees to refer to 
the newly created Export-Import Board, the OIT advised.

All property in Czechoslovakia, owned by persons or legal entities domiciled abroad, 
must be declared for taxation purposes, according to the Czechoslovak Economic Bulletin, 
No. 83, of June 12, 1947. Declarations must cover real, movable and certain personal prop- 
erty, such as estates, buildings, stores, equipment, machinery, bank accounts, etc., and also 
rights or privileges which have legal or economic effects in Czechoslovakia. Declarations 
are to be made on special printed forms which may be obtained at Czechoslovak consular 
offices abroad or from the Tax Office of Prague I and Bratislava City in Czechoslovakia, 
The completed forms should be returned to the sources from which they are obtained.

WATER-BORNE FOREIGN TRADE OF PRINCIPAL PORTS—MAY 


United States water-borne foreign trade in May was at the post-war peak of 16.4 mil- 
lion long tons and $1,493 million. This represented an increase of 25 per cent in weight 
and 8 per cent in value over the April total of 13.1 million long tons and $1,383 million. 
May trade was greater in shipping weight by 62 per cent and in value by 57 per cent than 
the monthly average for the year 1946. Exports on dry cargo vessels were twice the 
average per month during 1946, while exports on tanker vessels were down one per cent. 
On the other hand, imports on both dry cargo vessels and tankers were one-fourth higher 
in May than the monthly average for 1946. [F.T. 972.]

BUREAU OF THE CENSUS 


The Secretary of Commerce rescinded on August 19, 1947, a departmental order dated 
December 12, 1946, which authorized and directed the transfer of the functions and of 
the personnel of the New York Office of the Foreign Trade Division of the Bureau of the 
Census to the Washington Office of the same Division. : 


SWEDISH IMPORT PERMITS 


Import permits issued by the Swedish State Trade Commission expiring September 30, 
1947, may be used even after the expiration date provided goods were loaded in foreign 
port prior to October 1, 1947, on ship or other carrier destined for Sweden, according to 


an official announcement of August 15. ‘ 


PAKISTAN—INDIAN TRADE REGULATIONS 


Official sources in the newly created dominions of Pakistan and India state that a 
“stand-still agreement” effective until March 31, 1948, provides that: 

(i) Free trade will exist between India and Pakistan; 

(2) Pakistan will continue to use the tariff rates and import controls in effect on the 
date of independence; 

(3) Pakistan will honor import licenses and revalidations which were issued by the 
interim government prior to the date of independence. 

New licenses for importing merchandise into Pakistan during the period July 1 to 
December 31, 1947, will be issued by the Controller of Imports at Karachi. A list of 46 
commodities, including many kinds of chemicals, drugs, textiles, leather and other items 
a have been subject to export control, may not be exported freely and without re- 
striction. 





SINGAPORE IMPORT REGULATIONS 


The Office of International Trade has received word from Singapore that all outstand- 
ing import licenses issued on hard currency areas would be cancelled by August 29 unless 
proof could be submitted that orders had definitely been placed. Hereafter, import licenses 
will be valid for three months from the date of approval. Similar policy will be followed 
in Malayan Union. 


FOODSTUFFS EXEMPT FROM DUTY IN UK 


The United Kingdom Government has announced that effective from July 25, gift 
food parcels from abroad will be admitted into the United Kingdom without payment 
of customs duties provided they comply with the general conditions set out for bona fide 
gifts, and that the parcels contain foodstuffs only. 


IRAN—NO IMPORT LICENSE NEEDED FOR SAMPLES 


Samples and gifts imported into Iran, including those brought by travelers, may be 
cleared through customs without an import license, by decree No. 35998, approved by the 
Council of Ministers in January 1947 and published in the Bulletin of the Bank Melli Iran, 
No. 85 (December 1946—January 1947). In each case, the cost of goods must not exceed 
aay rials ($31.25), nor must any one person receive gifts totaling more than 2,000 rials 
n a year. 


FOREIGN R. R. TARIFFS INCREASED 


Freight and passenger railroad tariffs abroad are following the general inflationary 
pattern. Since January, 1947, railroad tariffs have been raised in many countries, including 
Great Britain, France, Finland, Spain, Turkey, Cuba, Colombia, Mexico, Costa Rica, Brazil, 
Peru, Chile, Bolivia, China, French Indo China and Japan. In other countries increased 
rates are expected to be authorized soon. In Canada, a decision will soon be made on the 
application of railroads for a 30 percent increase in freight rates. In Argentina there are 
indications that tariff boosts are in the offing.

AMENDMENTS TO THE INTERNAL REVENUE CODE 
Page 1615 


Sec. 501. (a) Subsection (b) of section 3507 of the Internal Revenue Code (relating to 
the definition of “manufactured sugar’) is amended by inserting in the parenthesis after 
the word “added” therein the following: “or developed in the product.” [Public Law 388— 
g0th Congress.] 

(b) Section 3508 of the Internal Revenue Code (relating to termination of taxes) is 
amended to read as follows: 

Sec. 3508. Termination of Taxes.—No tax shall be imposed under this chapter on the 
manufacture, use, or importation of sugar or articles composed in chief value of sugar 
after June 30, 1953. Notwithstanding the provisions of section 3490 or 3500, no tax shall 
be imposed under this chapter with respect to unsold sugar held by a manufacturer on 
June 30, 1953, or with respect to sugar or articles composed in chief value of sugar held in 
customs custody or control on such date. 

With respect to any sugar or articles composed in chief value of sugar upon which 
tax imposed under section 3500 has been paid and which, on June 30, 1953, are held by the 
importer and intended for sale or other disposition, there shall be refunded (without 
interest) to such importer, subject to such regulations as may be prescribed by the Com- 
missioner of Customs with the approval of the Secretary, an amount.equal to the tax 
paid wih respect to such sugar or articles composed in chief value of sugar. [Public Law 
388—S0th Congress.] 

(c) The amendments to the Internal Revenue Code provided for in this section shall 
become effective upon the first day of the second month following the date of the enact- 
ment of this Act.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That the Plant Quarantine Act approved August 20, 1912, be 
amended by substituting a colon for the period at the end of section 1 and by adding thereto 
a new proviso as follows: 

“And provided further, That the Secretary of Agriculture is authorized to limit entry 
of nursery stock from foreign countries under such rules and regulations as he may deem 
necessary, including the requirement, if necessary, that such nursery stock be grown under 
postentry quarantine by or under the supervision of the United States, Department of 
Agriculture for the purpose of determining whether imported nursery stock may be 
infested or infected with plant pests not discernible by port-of-entry inspection and 
provided that if imported nursery stock is found to be infested or infected with such plant 
pests, he is authorized to prescribe remedial measures as he may deem necessary to 
prevent the spread thereof” [Public Law 290—S0th Congress] ;

by the United States, or that reliance cannot be placed upon certificates required under this 
part from authorities of such foreign country, due notice will be given of that fact by 
proclamation or otherwise, and thereafter no product as to which the inspection or cer- 
tification is determined to be insufficient shall be admitted into the United States from 
such foreign country. 

(b) Product from Argentina, Australia, Belgium, Brazil, Canada, Cuba, Czechoslovakia, 
Denmark, Dominican Republic, England and Wales, Finland, France, Iceland, Ireland 
(Eire), Italy, Luxembourg, Madagascar, Netherlands, New Zealand, Northern Ireland, Nor- 
way, Paraguay, Scotland, Spain, Sweden, Switzerland, Uruguay, and Venezuela, covered by

PLANT-QUARANTINE IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 
BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 
Restrictions Governing the Importation of Seed Potatoes 

Presidential Decree No. 235, published in the official Gazette, March 6, 1947, revokes 
Decree No. 3495 which formerly regulated the importation of seed potatoes into Cuba. 

Decree No. 235 permits the importation of potatoes for seed from Canada and the 
United States only. 

The importation of the following varieties of potatoes is authorized for seed purposes 
at present: Red Bliss Triumph, Pontiac, White Bliss Triumph, Irish Cobbler, Green Moun- 
tain, Katahdin, Sebago, Houma, Earline, and Chippewa. 

Importation of seed potatoes free from custom duties is permitted only for five months 
beginning September 1 and ending January 31 of the following year, in accordance with 
orders of the Minister of Agriculture, who is also authorized to fix the tolerance of potato 
diseases allowed in such importations. 

Seed potatoes may be imported through the ports of Habana, Cardenas, Matanzas, 
Caibarien, Nuevitas, Gibara, and Santiago de Cuba. [B.E.P.Q.-519, Supplement No. 2,

CITRUS NURSERY STOCK QUARANTINE 
BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 


A revision of the citrus nursery stock quarantine has been issued for the purpose of 
preventing the entry into the United States of plants of the botanical family Rutaceae 
that have been found susceptible to attack by citrus canker. Under its provisions the 
following prohibitions with reference to imports into the continental United States, Puerto 
Rico, and Hawaii are established: 

Importation prohibited of plants or any plant part, except fruit and seeds, 
of all genera, species and varieties of the subfamilies Aurantioideae, Rutoideae, 
and Toddalioideae of the botanical family Rutaceae, 

From Europe, Asia, Africa, South America, Central America, North America 
outside of the United States, Australia, and foreign oceanic countries and islands. 
Seeds of prohibited plants may be imported as heretofore under the provisions of 

Nursery Stock, Plant and Seed Quarantine, No. 57 (7 CFR §319.37). [B.E.P.Q.-Q. 19]

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HAWAIIAN CITRUS NURSERY STOCK QUARANTINE 
BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 

A quarantine has been issued for the purpose of preventing the spread of the citrus 
canker disease from Hawaii, where it has been found to occur, to the mainland of the 
United States. Protection from entry of this disease from foreign countries, where it 
occurs, is afforded in notice of quarantine No. 19, revised, which prohibits the importation 
from all foreign countries and localities of all plants or any part thereof, except seeds and 
fruit, of all genera, species, and varieties of the rutaceous subfamilies Aurantioideae, 
Rutoideae, and Toddalioideae. The following quarantine similarly prescribes the move- 
ment in domestic commerce of this same host material from Hawaii to the mainland. 

Transportation, shipment, or movement of fruits of these genera, species, and varie- 
ties will continue to be governed by 7 C.F.R. §301.13 [B.E.P.Q.-Q. 75] 


ENTRIES OF SUGAR FROM OFFSHORE AREAS THROUGH AUG., 1947 


The U. S. Department of Agriculture announced that the quantity of sugar entered 
for consumption from all offshore areas during January-August, 1947, amounted to 4,277,- 
619 short tons, raw value. For the corresponding period last year the quantity entered 
totaled 3,188,865 tons. The figures are subject to change after final out turn weights and 
polarization data for all entries are available. 

A total of 131,899 short tons of sugar, rawvalue, was marketed by the mainland cane 
area and 853,763 tons by the continental beet area during January-July, 1947, as compared 
with 179,835 tons and 697,881 tons, respectively, during the same period of 1946. Data for
